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Pegi Young, a late-blossoming folk-rock musician who was a founder of a school for children with severe physical and speech 
impairments, like her son from her marriage to the singer-songwriter Neil Young, a performer at its many star-studded benefit 
concerts, died on Tuesday in Mountain View, Calif. She was 66. 

Her brother Paul Morton said the cause was cancer. 

By the early 1980s, Ms. Young had grown frustrated with the special education programs available for her son, Ben, who was 
born with cerebral palsy in 1978. She began thinking about starting a school to better address his needs and those of other 
children who had largely lost the ability to speak. 
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
